Herewith  I  present  a  resolution  to  appropriate  moneys  from 
the  Excise  Fund  for  the  support  of  children  committed  by 
magistrates^  as  per  bills  of  various  charitable  institutions,  for 
the  months  of  January,  February,  March  and  April,  1881,  pre- 
sented for  payment  to  the  Fiyance  Department. 

These  bills  have  been  carefully  examined,  and  a  special  in- 
vestigation has  been  made  witli  respect  to  the  regularity  of  the 
commitments. 

The  evidence  on  which  some  of  these  commitments  have 
been  based  does  not  appear  to  me  to  bo  entirely  satisfactory, 
and  I  have  disallowed  the  charges  in  such  cases  until  the  facts 
can  be  ascertained  by  further  investigation. 

Unless  magistrates  exercise  thorough  examination  personally, 
as  required  by  law,  into  all  applications  for  the  commitment 
of  children  to  charitable  institutions,  the  per  capita  system  of 
allowance  for  their  support  is  liable  to  abude,  greatly  to  the 
prejudice  of  the  public  interests. 

The  law  was  designed  for  the  benefit  of  destitute  children 
and  not  to  relieve  improvident  or  non-resident  parents  of  their 
obligation  to  support  them,  nor  for  the  advantage  of  any  char- 
itable institution. 
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while  the  really  needy  and  worthy  objects  of  charity  may  be 
properly  provided  for. 

An  estimate  shows  that  about  2,700  children  are  usually  sup- 
ported by  the  city  under  commitmcDts  upon  a  per  capita  allow- 
ance of  |2  per  week  in  charitable  institutions,  at  an  annual 
charge  of  about  $275,000. 

The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  is  required  by 
law  to  provide  for  this  expense,  and  hitherto  appropriations 
have  been  made  for  this  purpose  from  the  Excise  Fund,  in 
addition  to  those  annually  made  as  donations,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Board,  to  charitable  institutions,  amounting  to 
$135,000  at  the  last  distribution,  and  in  addition,  also,  to 
appropriations  from  taxes,  amounting  to  nearly  $1,000,000  per 

annum.

Sir, — I  have  received  a  certified  copy  of  Chapter  456  of 
the  Laws  of  this  Session,  entitled  "  An  Act  for  the  removal  of 
the  reservoir  situated  in  the  City  of  New  York,  between  For- 
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tieth  and  Forty-second  streets,"  and  I  herewith  inclose  a  copy 
of  the  same. 

By  Section  3  of  the  act  the  Comptroller  is  required  to  pay, 
on  the  certificate  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  the 
cost  and  expense  of  removing  the  pipes  connecting  with  said 
ressrvoir,  to  lay  another  main  in  Fifth  avenue,  between  For- 
tieth and  Forty-second  streets,  to  connect  tho  mains  now  lead- 
ing in  and  out  of  said  reservoir,  to  remove  tlio  structure,  and 
to  grade  the  ground  now  occupied  by  it  to  the  level  of  the 
adjacent  streets  in  a  suitable  manner  for  the  purpose  of  a  park, 
within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  the  act.  The  act  further 
provides  that  the  expense  of  the  removal  of  the  pipes  con- 
nected with  the  reservoir,  and  of  laying  a  new  main,  shall  be 
included  in  the  tax  levy  for  the  years  1881  and  1882,  and  that 
the  expense  of  removing  the  structure  and  grading  the  ground 
shall  be  assessed  upon  the  owners  of  property  within  certain 
prescril^d  limits.  And  the  Comptroller  is  required  to  issue 
revenae  bonds  to  meet  the  expenditures  to  bo  incurred. 

To  enable  you  and  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  in  reference  to 
the  issue  of  bonds,  and  in  reference  to  the  tax  levy  for  1881 
and  1882,  I  beg  to  inform  j'ou  that  the  expense  of  removing 
the  pipes  connected  with  the  reservoir,  and  of  laying  another 
main  in  Fifth  avenue,  between  Fortieth  and  Foity-second 
streets,  to  connect  the  mains  now  leading  in  and  out  of  said 
reservoir,  and  which  expense  is  to  be  included  in  said  tax  levy 
for  1881  and  1882,  is  estimated  at  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  ($12,500).

An  Act  for  the  removal  of  the  reservoir  situated  in  the  City 
of  New  York,  betweeu  Fortieth  and  Forty-second  streets. 

Passed  June  4,  1881 ;  threc-lifLhs  being  pretjent. 

The  People  o/  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  reservoir  in  the  City  of  New  York,  situated 
on  the  Fifth  avenue,  between  Fortieth  and  Forty-aecond 
stroots,  is  hereby  discontinued,  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  of  said  city  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed, 
within  six  months  from  tlie  passage  of  this  act,  to  remove  the 
pipes  connecting  with  said  reservoir,  and  to  lay  another  main 
in  the  Fifth  avenue,  between  Fortieth  and  Forty-second  streets, 
to  connect  mains  now  leading  in  and  out  of  the  said  reservoir. 

He  is  further  directed  to  remove  the  structure  and  grade  the 
ground  now  occupied  by  the  said  reservoir  to  the  level  of  the 
adjacent  streets  in  a  suitable  manner  for  the  purpose  of  a 
park,  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  The  costs  and  expenses  of  the  removal  of  the  pipes 
connected  with  the  said  reservoir,  and  of  laying  ths  new  main 
as  provided  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  raised  by 
a  tax  upon  the  real  and  personal  property  subject  to  taxation 
in  the  City  and  County  of  New  Wnk,  and  included  in  the  tax 
levy  for  the  years  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one  and 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two.  The  cost  and  expense  of 
the  removal  of  the  structure  of  said  reservoir,  and  of  grading 
the  ground  now  occupied  by  it,  shall  be  paid  by  the  owners  of 
property  within  the  following  limits  : 

The  westerly  side  of  Sixth  avenue,  the  southerly  side  of 
Thirty-seventh  street,  the  easterly  side  of  Madison  avenae, 
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and  the  northerly  side  of  Forty-fifth  street;  the  same  to  be 
assessed  and  collected  by  the  Boaid  of  Assessors  of  the  City 
of  New  York,  in  like  manner  as  assessments  for  local  improve- 
ments. 

Sec.  3.  The  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  N(?w  York  is  hereby 
antiiorized  to  pay  the  cost  and  expense  of  said  improvements 
as  above  provided,  on  the  certificate  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  and  in  order  to  enable  the  said  Comptroller  to 
make  such  payments  ho  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
and  directeil  to  issue  revenue  bonds  of  the  said  citv,  in  antici- 
pation  of  the  amount  to  be  raist^l  for  the  expense  and  cost  of 
the  said  improvement.  JSuch  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  such 
rate  as  the  said  Com])troller  may  deem  proper,  but  not  exceed- 
ing the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  and  shall  be  sold  at 
not  less  than  par.  So  much  of  the  proct^eds  of  said  tax  and 
the  collection  of  the  said  asscssm».»nt,  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  purpose,  sliall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  revenue 
bonds,  to  be  issued  as  aforesaid,  as  they  shall  mature. 

Sec.  4.  The  land  at  present  occupied  by  the  said  reservoir, 
together  with  the  adjacent  land  lying  west  thereof,  known  as 
Reservoir  square,  shall  be  converted  into  a  public  park,  which 
shall  be  laid  out  by,  and  be  under  the  control  and  management 
of,  the  Park  Commissioners,  and  kept  and^maintained  by  them 
as  one  of  the  public  parks  and  places  in  the  City  of  New 
York. 

Sec.  o.  The  public  park  so  created  shall  not  be  used  for 
military  psirades,  drills,  inspections  or  reviews  of  any  kind. 

Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  take  ellect  immediately.

We  have  received  from  the 
Excise  Fund  $720.  We  have  brought  to  the  Sea  Side  Sani- 
tarium over  (3,000)  three  thousand  of  the  poorest  of  New  York 
City's  poor,  and  provided  them  with  nourishing  food,  medical 
treatment  for  the  sick,  ocean  bathing,  and  free  transportation, 
and  given  them  all  the  benefits  of  the  institution,  thereby  sav- 
ing hundreds  of  lives.

Gentlemen, — At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Police,  held  this 
day,  on  reading  and  filing  the  opinion  of  the  Counsel  to  the 
Corporation,  it  was 

Besdved,  That  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
be  and  is  hereby  requested  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $222.66 
from  the  appropriation  made  to  the  Police  Department  for  the 
year  1880,  entitled  account  of  "Alterations,  Fitting  up.  Addi- 
tions to,  and  Repairs  of,  Station  Houses,"  which  is  iu  excess 
of  the  amount  required  for  the  purposes  and  objects  thereof,

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We  are  compelled  to  refuse  relief  where  such  refusal  is  equiv- 
alent to  senteuce  of  death.  Our  io mates  are  restricted  iu 
number  bj  your  donations,  and  the  contributions  of  those 
who  pay,  yet  Dr.  Simms'  peculiar  practice  has  attracted  so 
many  of  those  heretofore  regarded  as  incurable.  The  rich  and 
aristocratic,  even  of  the  courts  of  Europe,  call  him  abroad, 
and  in  view  of  his  absence  in  Paris  just  now,  I  feel  at  liberty 
to  call  your  attention  to  this  matter,  as  he  would  not  perhaps 
permit  it  were  he  here.  He  will  return  when  serious  opera* 
tions  can  be  conducted  in  the  cooler  season.  His  son.  Dr.  H. 
Marvin  Simms,  has  been  induced  to  return  from  the  Pacific 
coast  and  conduct  his  father's  practice  at  our  hospital.  He 
promises  in  the  prime  of  manhood,  with  unstinted  zeal,  to  in- 
sore  to  our  house  the  reputation  and  skill  acquired  under  the 
instruction  of  his  father,  and  which  I  may  be  permitted  to 
assure  you  has  secured  a  mercy  for  poor  afflicted  women, 
deserving  your  earnest  compassion  and  appreciation. 

We  own  and  have  purchased  with  our  wits  the  premises  we 
occupy,  and  are  free  of  debt.  As  the  Sisters  of  the  Third 
Order  of  St.  Francis,  we  propose  to  extend  our  accommoda- 
tions for  the  afflicted  poor,  if  your  Honorable  Board  will  pro- 
vide in  some  degree  for  the  increase  of  such  applicants  as  may 
not  be  provided  for  by  the  aggregate  returns  received  from 
those  who  are  our  inmates  and  can  afford  to  pay. 

I  hope  it  is  clear  to  you  that  the  growth  and  success  of  the 
soigical  practice  peculiar  to  our  hospital  has  largely  increased 
the  number  of  our  applicants,  especially  such  as  have  no  relief 
elsewhere  but  the  grave,  and  that  we  make  up  at  this  season 
oar  resources  and  the  list  or  number  of  those  we  can  relieve, 
wherefore  our  request  at  this  time. 

So  much  has  been  said  regarding  sectarian  appropriations 
that  I  may  be  permitted  to  add,  in  conclusion,  that  our  mis- 
sion is  to  the  sick,  and  the  hospitals  to  which,  as  the  Sisters 
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of  the  Third  Order,  we  belong,  baviiig  no  regard  to  religions 
or  educational  questions,  devoting  our  zeal  and  oar  labors 
gratuitously,  for  the  love  of  God,  to  the  relief  of  the  sick  and 
wounded.  The  black  man,  even  with  the  leprosy,  dwelling, 
for  his  cure,  in  the  dead-house  in  the  yard,  has  left  us  healed, 
while  the  rich  and  the  poor  indiscriminately,  and  unques- 
tioned as  to  race,  condition,  or  creed,  come  and  go  without 
distinction.,  Bestricting  ourselves  to  the  spirit  and  the  imita- 
tion of  the  holy  women  who  tended  at  the  foot  of  the  cross  of 
Calvary,

Sir, — I  have  received  your  letter  of  August  12,  transmitting 
the  application  of  the  Board  of  Coroners  to  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment,  for  the  transfer  of  the  sum  of  $1,300 
from  an  appropriation  for  post  mortem  examinations  in  1880 
to  the  account  of  "  Coroners'  Contingent  Expenses,  including 
Clerk  and  Office  Hire,"  for  the  year  18S1,  and  asking  whether 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  has  authority  to 
make  such  transfer. 

By  inquiring  at  the  Finance  Department,  I  learn  the  follow- 
ing facts  : 

1.  That  the  sum  mentioned  remains  unexpended  from  the 
appropriations  named  for  the  year  1880.

Sir, — I  have  received  your  letter  of  June  18,  in  relation  to 
the  interpretation  of  the  ordinance  of  the  Common  Counsel  in 
respect  to  the  Electric  Light  Companies. 

The  ordinance  provides,  "  Whenever  at  any^time  any  permit 
shall  be  granted  to  open  the  streets,  pavements,  or  sidewalks, 
for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  tubes,  wires,  conductors  and  insu- 
lators of  the  company,  a  sum  equal  to  one  cent,  per  lineal 
foot  of  the  streets  occupied  under  such  permit  shall  be  paid  to 
the  city." 

Tou  then  ask : 

1.  "  Will  the  erection  of  poles  on  the  streets  or  sidewalks  to 
support  wires,  render  companies  liable  to  this  charge,  or  is  it 
applicable  only  where  the  wires  are  placed  under  ground." 

2.  "Whether  the  words,  *  per  lineal  foot  of  streets  occupied,' 
»re  to  be  interpreted  as  meaning  the  length  of  the  streets  in 
vhicb  one  or  any  number  of  wires  may  bo  laid,  or  the  length 
of  each  wire,  or  th<3  length  of  each  sot  of  wires,  where  one  or 
®ore  sets  of  wires  may  be  laid  together,  as,  for  instance,  one 
^^  each  side  of  a  street ;  and  whether  in  the  two  latter  cases, 
"•e  charge  would  also  apply  to  wires  made  from  the  main  line 
^liOQses  opposite  the  same." 

***o  ordinance  in  question  evidently  contemplates  that  the 
^^^'IS^  specified  shall  be  made  only  when  the  streets,  pave- 
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meets,  or  sidewalks  are  opened  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the 
tubes,  wire,  conductors  and  insulators  of  the  company. 

First — I  am  therefore  of  opiuioii  that  the  erection  of  poles  on 
streets  or  sidewalks  does  not  render  the  companies  liable  to 
this  charge,  and  that  the  ordinance  is  a])plicable  only  where 
the  wires  are  placed  under  ground. 

Second. — I  am  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  charge  of  one 
cent,  per  lineal  foot  is  to  be  made  under  the  ordinance  for  each 
lineal  foot  of  trench  that  may  be  opened  in  the  street,  and  the 
aggregate  amount  thereof  is  to  be  determined  by  the  length  of 
the  trench  opened,  whether  the  same  be  occupied  by  one  or 
more  wires,  and  that  the  charge  would  not  apply  to  wires  laid 
from  the  main  linos  to  houses  opposite  the  same.

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The  expenditure  of  this  snm  for  the  improYement  of  pusmiaes 
not  owned  by  the  city,  and  held  only  upon  a  lease  for  a  short 
time,  would  not  be  advisable,  in  my  judgment,  especially  as  the 
price  asked  for  the  property  is  considered  more  than  it  is 
worth. 

It  would  be  better,  in  my  opinion,  to  utilize  and  improve 
property  now  belonging  to  the  city  which  can  be  appropriated 
to  and  used  for  the  same  purposes. 

With  this  view,  I  have  had  the  Union  Market  building^ 
situated  on  Sheriff  street,  at  the  junction  of  Houston  and 
Second  streets,  examined,  and  plans  and  estimates  prepared 
for  such  alterations  and  improvements  as  may  be  necessaiy  to 
fit  it  up  for  the  purpose  of  a  station-house,  etc.,  in  the  Eleventh 
Precinct. 

The  upper,  part  oi  the  building  is  now  occupied  by  the 
Police  Department  for  the  Eleventh  Precinct  station-house, 
and  a  part  of  th9  ground  floor  is  used  by  the  Fire  Department 
as  a  store-room. 

The  rest  of  the  ground  floor  is  still  used  for  market  pur- 
poses, but  only  half  a  dozen  market  stalls  are  rented,  and 
very  little  revenue  is  received. 

The  cost  of  making  such  alterations  and  improvements  as 
are  required  for  the  station-house,  reserving  a  sufficient  por- 
tion for  a  public  market,  is  estimated  at  but  little  more  than 
one-third  of  the  amount  asked  to  be  appropriatcjd  for  that  pur- 
pose in  the  Departmental  Estimate  for  1882  by  the  Police 
Board,  to  enable  them  to  alter  and  repair  the  Dry  Dock 
SaTings  Bank  building.

for  the  calendar  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two 
(1882),  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  with  the 
reasons  for  it  in  detail,  as  required  by  Section  112  of 
Chapter  335  of  the  Laws  of  1873. 

Reasons  for  the  Provisional  Estimate  for  the  Tear  1882. 

The  Provisional  Estimate  for  the  year  1882,  herewith  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
has  been  adopted  and  agreed  on  by  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment. 

The  amounts  allowed  are  such  as  are  prescribed  or  pro- 
vided for  by  law,  or  such  as  conform  to  the  Departmental 
Estimates  and  to  the  estimates  of  necessary  expenditures 
other  than  those  included  in  Departmental  Estimates,  except 
as  to  the  amount  of  certain  items,  for  which  appropriations 
were  asked  for,  that  have  been  modified  or  disallowed  by  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  in  making  such  Pro- 
Tisional  Estimate,  in  the  manner  and  for  the  reasons  stated 
in  detail  under  the  heads  of  appropriations  respectively  : 

Tlie  Common  Council, 

The  sum  of  $64,250  is  appropiated,  being  the  amount  re- 
quired  in  the  estimate  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Common 
Council  in  the  year  1882,  of  which  amount  the  sum  of  $45,000 
is  provided  by  law  for  salaries  of  the  Aldermen ;  the  sum  of 
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$18,000  is  allowed  for  Clerks  and  Officers  and  $1,250  for  con- 
tingencies, these  latter  sums  being  deemed  sufficient  for  the 
purposes  specified. 

ITie  Mayoralty.     • 
The  sum  of  $30,000  is  appropriated  for  the  Mayor's  Office, 
lH)ing  the  amount  of  the  Estimate  for  the  expenses  in  the  year 
1882,  and  which  amount  is  deemed  sufficient. 

The  Finance  Department. 

The  sum  of  $200,500  is  appropriated,  being  the  amount  of 
the  Dopiirtmental  Estimate  for  the  year  1832 ;  the  amount  for 
HiUaiios,  Chamberlain's  Office,  is  reduced  $5,000,  under  Chapter 
551,  Laws  of  1880.  The  sum  appropriated  is  deemed  suf- 
tloiont. 

•  State  Taxes. 

The  sum  of  $2,827,287.73  is  appropriated  as  the  quota  of 
State  Taxes  assessed  upon  the  County  of  New  York,  including 
salary  of  the  Shore  Inspector,  as  provided  by  law,  and  being 
$1,443,472.27  less  than  the  amount  in  1881,  which  included 
the  sum  of  $731,609.57,  appropriated  for  the  new  capitol  of 
the  State,  for  which  purpose  no  appropriation  was  made  by 
the  State.

The  sum  of  $8,191,988.45  is  appropriated  as  required  by 
law,  including  interest  on  the  debt  of  the  Territory  annexed 
from  Westchester  County,  and  being  $48,977  less  than  the 
amount  appropriated  for  the  purpose  in  1881. 

Redemption  of  the  Principal  of  the  City  Debt. 

The  sum  of  $297,609.24  is  appropriated,  as  required  by  law, 
including  $40,000  for  the  debt  of  the  Annexed  Territory,  and 
$157,609.24,  payable  from  taxation  annually  for  the  redemp- 
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tion  of  bonds  and  stocks  issued  after  June  3,  1878,  as  pro- 
vided by  section  8  of  chapter  383  of  the  Laws  of  1878. 

Rents  of  Armories  and  DrUl-rooms  and  other  Premises, 

The  sum  of  $69,040,38  is  appropriated  for  rent  of  Armories 
and  Drill-rooms,  and  $40,000  for  rent  of  other  premises  used 
for  public  purposes  under  leases  by  the  city.

The  sum  of  $300,000  is  appropriated,  estimated  to  be  re- 
quired for  that  purpose  in  1882. 

The  Law  Department, 

The  sum  of  $144,928  is  appropriated  for  the  salaries  and 
other  expenses  of  this  Department,  including  the  Bureau  of 
the  Corporation  Attorney,  the  Public  Administrator,  and  the 
Attorney  for  the  Collection  of  Arrears  of  Personal  Taxes, 
which  sum  is  deemed  sufficient. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works, 

The  sum  of  $2,389,900  is  appropriated  for  all  purposes  of 
this  Department,  which  amount  is  deemed  sufficient  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

The  Department  of  Public  Parks, 

The  sum  of  $644,500  is  appropriated  for  all  purposes  of 
this  Department  for  the  year  1882,  which  is  deemed  sufficient. 

The  amount  is  $701,000  less  than  the  Departmental  Estimate, 
various  items  being  reduced  and  disallowed. 

Tfie  Department  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction. 

The  sum  appropriated  is  $1,312,500,  being  $7,500  less  than 
the  Departmental  Estimate. 

The  amount  required  for  1882  is  not  so  great  as  for  the 
present  year,  for  the  reason  that  appropriations  are  not  re- 
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The  Fire  Department 

The  sum  of  $1,464,850  is  appropriated,  being  $34,000  less 
than  the  DepartmeDtal  Estimate  for  1882,  for  new  houses,  for 
engine  and  hook  and  ladder  companies,  which  expenditure,  it 
is  believed,  may  be  judiciously  postponed  until  the  following 
year. 

The  DepaHment  of  Taxes  and  Assessments. 

The  sum  of  $101,600  is  appropriated,  being  $1,000  more  than 
the  appropriation  for  1881,  and  $3,700  less  than  the  Depart- 
mental Estimate  for  1882,  the  amount  allowed  being  deemed 
soflScient. 

The  Board  of  Education. 

The  sum  of  $3,500,000  is  appropriated  for  the  public  schools 
in  18829  this  amount  being  deemed  sufficient  for  conducting 
them  and  providing  for  all  necessary  expenditures  during  the* 
ensuing  year,  including  the  purchase  of  sites  for  and  the  con- 
struction of  school  buildings. 

In  some  sections  of  the  city  the  school  accommodations  are 
said  to  be  more  than  are  required,  while  in  others  they  are 
deficient,  especially  in  regard  to  primary  schools.

The  proceedings  for  opening  One  Hundred  and  Thirty- 
eighth  street  and  other  streets  in  the  Twenty- third  Ward,  and 
for  opening  Sedgwick  avenue,  in  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward, 
have  been  confirmed,  and  the  issue  of  city  stock  is  required 
for  the  payment  of  awards  for  damages,  etc.,  as  provided  by 
the  act,  Chapter  604  of  the  Laws  of  1874,  under  which  they 
were  instituted  by  the  Department  of  Public  Parks.

Twenty -third  and  Twenty-fourth  Wards,  includ- 
ing supplies,  salary  of  Superintendent,  and  wages  of  all  persons 
employed  on  the  work,  be  increased  from  $35,000  to  $80,000. 
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reyiews  with  much  care  the  present  system,  and  makes  certain 
BQggestions  for  protecting  the  city  against  errors  in  the  pay- 
ment of  these  bills,  which  meet  with  my  approval. 

Mr.  James  E.  Morrison,  to  whom  I  submitted  the  bills  for 
examination,  has  furnished  an  opinion,  which  I  present  here- 
with. Reference  is  also  made  to  the  Comptroller's  communi- 
cation, relative  to  similar  bills,  to  be  found  on  page  91  of  the 
minutes  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  June 
29, 1881. 

Renewed  examination  confirms  the  views  therein  expressed. 
The  system  under  which  the  support  of  these  children  is  made 
a  charge  upon  the  City  Treasury  is  defective  in  many  essential 
particulars.  The  interests  of  the  City  are  not  suflSciently 
guarded,  and  the  forms  of  law  for  the  examination  of  appli- 
cations for  the  commitment  of  children  to  these  institutions 
do  not  seem  to  bring  out  all  the  facts  in  each  case,  and  do  not 
furnish  a  complete  record  of  necessary  particulars,  to  enable 
the  financial  officers  of  the  city  to  pass  upon  the  merits  of  the 
claims. 

I  have  examined  the  bills  of  the  St.  Stephen's  Home  for 
Children,  and  the  Asylum  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  Dominic,  and 
believing  the  items  therein  referred  to  in  Mr.  Gerry's  commu- 
nication are  not  legal  charges  against  the  city,  I  would  recom- 
mend  that  correction  be  made  accordingly. 

As  to  the  bills  of  the  St.  Ann's  Home  for  Children  for  the 
six  months  ending  September  30, 1881, 1  am  of  opinion,  after 
careful  consideration  of  the  facts,  that  they  are  not  proper 
claims  upon  the  City  Treasury.

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Adalt  Blind  Aid  Association/'  respectfully  petition  your  Hon- 
orable Board  for  a  more  liberal  donation  out  of  the  Excise 
Fund. 

It  is  generally  believed  that  the  New  York  Institution  for 
the  Blind,  on  Ninth  avenue,  and  the  Institution  at  Batavia,  are 
homes  accessible  to  all  the  Destitute  Blind.  They  are  simply 
literary  institutions.  When  inmates  graduate,  they  are  turned 
out  without  a  dollar,  and  being  unAble  to  utilize  their  educa- 
tion, are  compelled  to  peddle,  beg,  or  seek  a  home  in  the 
county  poorhouse. 

The  so-called  Home  for  the  Blind  on  Fourteenth  street,  this 
city,  is  a  private  sectarian  institution.  It  can  accommodate 
about  thirty-five  inmates,  some  of  whom  pay  their  board. 
When  we  consider  that  there  are  over  five  hundred  needy  out- 
door adult  blind  in  this  city,  it  must  be  conceded  that  the 
Home  on  Fourteenth  street  is  incapable  of  accommodating  all 
the  blind,  although  it  claims  to  do  so. 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  a  suitable  home  in  this  city  for  our 
unfortunate  class,  our  association  was  incorporated  in  the  year 
1875  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  blind,  and  provide  for 
the  temporal  welfare  of  its  tnembers.  We  discourage  begging 
upon  our  streets,  and  assist  and  encourage  all  blind  persons 
who  are  endeavoring  by  iudustrial  pursuits  to  support  them- 
selves. We  contribute  out  of  the  funds  ol  the  association 
small  sums  to  enabl«  the  worthy  out-door  blind  to  earn  an 
honest  living. 

In  this  way  we  saved  from  starvation  fifteen  families  and  one 
hundred  and  twenty-three  worthy  blind  persons  by  the  expen- 
diture of  only  a  few  hundred  dollars,  and  could  have  used 
thousands  more  in  the  same  way  with  a  like  result. 

During  the  past  four  years  we  expended  Jarge  sums  of 
money  in  paying  the  expenses  of  Committees,  who  went  to 
Albany  to  secure  the  passage  of  a  law  to  establish  a  State

to  my  Departmental  Estimate  for  1882, 1  asked  that  the  sum 
of  $250,000  be  appropriated  "for  expenses  of  ascertaining, 
and  preventing  waste  of  water,*'  and  explaiDed  that  this  appro- 
priation is  necessary  to  enable  the  department  to  apply  some 
meter  or  other  instrument  on  seiTice  pipes  to  private  houses, 
whereby  the  waste  in  these  houses  can  be  ascertained  and 
controlled. 

On  examining  the  provisional  estimate  as  published  in  the 
CUy  Record,  I  find  that  it  does  not  include  this  appropria- 
tion. 

In  order  to  impress  upon  your  Board  the  importance  and 
ui^ency  of  this  measure,  I  will  briefly  summarize  the  condi- 
tions and  circumstances  which  render  it  necessary,  and  which 
have  repeatedly  been  stated  in  detail  in  the  reports  and  official 
communications  of  the  Department. 

For  about  five  years  past  the  Department  has  been  com- 
pelled to  gradually  close  down  the  outlet  gates  of  the  distrib- 
uting reservoir  in  order  to  limit  the  outflow  of  water  for  con- 
sumption to  the  quantity  which  the  aqueduct  is  capable  of 
delivering,  and  to  prevent  the  emptying  of  the  reservoir. 
During  the  present  year  the  limit  of  this  expedient  for 
controlling  the  consumption  has  been  reached.  The 
48-inch  gates  are  now  open  only  three  inches,  and  if  they  were 
farther  closed  down,  some  localities  would  be  totally  deprived 
of  water.  The  same  result  will  follow  if  the  consumption 
cannot  be  controlled  and  Umited  by  further  measures  to  stop 
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The  appropriation  which  I  have  asked  your  Board  to  make 
is  necessary  to  apply  this  system  or  measure  to  the  required 
extent  during  the  coming  year,  and  I  have  asked  it  only  upon 
reaching  the  conviction,  after  mature  consideration,  that  with- 
out it  tlie  delivery  of  water  in  eveiy  part  of  the  city  cannot 
be  maintained. 

Hoping  that  your  Board  wil),  upon  further  reflection,  con- 
cur in  these  views  and  grant  the  appropriation,

8ixth,^A\\  garbage  shall  be  collected  and  removed  once  in 
each  day  in  all  the  "  streets  "  of  the  said  district. 

Seventh, — The  contractor  or  contractors  hereunder  shall  re- 
move all  ashes  and  garbage  from  the  westerly  side  of  Broad- 
way, from  Fourteenth  street  to  the  Battery  place,  and  from 
Castle  Garden. 

Eigidh — All  ashes,  garbage,  rubbish  and  materials  collected 
in  the  work  of  street  cleaning,  shall  be  removed  in  such  a 
manner  that  no  part  of  the  same  shall  be  scattered  upon  any 
part  of  the  streets,  sidewalks  or  gutters  through  or  across 
which  the  same  may  be  conveyed,  and  if  any  ashes,  garbage, 
rubbish  or  materials  be  at  any  time  scattered  upon  the  streets, 
sidewalks  or  gutters  in  their  removal  to  the  dumping  places, 
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nexedy  which  map  and  schedale  are  made  a  part  of  this  con- 
tract. 

Thirieerdh — The  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  may  au- 
thorize or  require  the  work  to  be  performed  under  this  con- 
tract to  be  done  at  any  hours  of  the  day  or  night  other  than 
those  enumerated  in  sections  ten,  eleven  and  twelve  of  these 
specifications,  whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary  so  to  do, 
but  he  shall  not  make  any  alteration  of  these  hours,  except 
upon  the  written  application  of  the  contractor  or  contractors, 
without  giving  one  week's  notice  of  his  intention  to  require 
the  work  to  be  done  at  a  different  time,  or  between  different 
hours  than  those  enumerated  in  said  sections. 

Fourteenth. — In  addition  to  the  obligations  for  periodical 
cleaning  of  streets  recited  above,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
party  of  the  first  part  to  keep  all  the  streets  within  the  First 
Street  Cleaning  District  at  all  times  in  such  condition  of  clean- 
liness as  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street 
Cleaning,  be  necessary ;  and  upon  notice  from  the  said  Com- 
missioner, that  in  order  to  fully  comply  with  this  section,  a 
specific  place  or  places  require  cleaning,  the  party  of  the  first 
part  shall  cause  such  cleaning  to  be  done  within  twenty-four 
hours  thereafter,  and  in  case  of  default  it  shall  be  optional  with 
the  said  Commissioner  to  cause  the  same  to  be  done  and 
charge  the  expense  thereof  to  the  party  of  the  first  part,  and 
deduct  the  amount  from  the  next  accruing  monthly  payment. 

Fifteenth, — The  contractor  or  contractors  hereunder  shall, 
once  in  every  twenty-four  hours,  sweep  and  clean  the  streets 
or  parts  of  streets  immediately  surrounding  all  public  markets 
and  also,  once  in  every  twenty-four  hours,  sweep  and  clean 
around  and  abont  all  hack-stands  within  the  First  Street  Clean- 
ing District. 
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have  been  employed  in  performing  the  work  of  cleaning  all  tbe 
streets  of  said  district  at  any  time  during  the  period  then  ex- 
pired of  this  contract ;  and  when  said  streets,  or  the  parts 
thereof  above  designated,  shall  be  free  of  snow,  said  con- 
tractor shall  employ  an  equal  force  of  laborers,  horses  and  carts 
in  removing  the  snow  from  such  places  within  the  aforesaid  dis- 
trict as  the  said  Commissioner  shall  direct,  the  spirit  and  intent 
of  this  section  being  that  the  whole  force  used  in  cleaning  the 
said  district  shall  be  employed  faithfully  in  removing  the  snow 
and  ice  from  the  places  above  designated,  and  thereafter  from 
such  other  places  as  the  said  Commissioner  may  designate. 

Seventeenth, — ^In  the  work  of  removing  new-fallen  snow  from 
the  leading  thoroughfares  enumerated  and  provided  for  in  the 
last  section,  the  following  general  method  of  dealing  with  the 
snow  when  fallen  will  be  observed  by  the  contractor,  or  con- 
tractors hereunder : 

1.  Snow  need  not  be  carted  away  while  it  is  yet  falling,  but 
all  crosswalks  for  foot  passengers  shall  be  kept  clear,  and 
proper  efforts  made  to  keep  the  traffic  open. 

If  there  should  be  a  high  wind  at  the  time,  and  the  snow 
drifts  in  consequence,  the  drifts  of  snow  shall  be  cut  through 
or  leveled  to  permit  the  traffic  of  vehicles  to  continue. 

2.  As  soon  as  the  snow  ceases  to  fall  all  the  force  of  laborers 
employed  by  the  contractor  or  contractors  shall  be  immedi- 
ately put  to  work  to  clear  the  gutters  and  openings  into  sewers, 
in  preparation  for  a  sudden  thaw. 

3.  Afi  soon  as  the  snow  ceases  to  fall,  it  shall  be  carted  away 
at  once  from  narrow  streets ;  in  wider  streets  the  contractor  or 
contractors  shall  use  snow  plows,  or  with  gangs  of  laborers 
shovel  the  snow  into  long,  narrow  heaps  on  each  side  of  the 
street^  taking  care  to  leave  the  gutters,  crosswalks,  and  open- 
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such  purpose,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  OommiBsioner    of 
Street  Cleaning. 

Twentieth. — Whenever  any  snow  plow,  sweeping  machine 
or  other  similar  instrument  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with 
suow,  is  used  by  the  contractor  or  contractors  hereunder,  or 
his  or  their  agents  or  employees,  if  the  throwing  up  of  the 
snow  by  any  such  plow,  machine  or  instrument  will,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  'Cleaning,  render  the 
street  or  streets  unsafe  or  impassable  for  travel,  or  make  in- 
convenient the  approach  to  the  carb-stone,  then  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  contractor  or  contractors,  his  or  their  agents  or 
employees,  to  remove  and  carry  away,  with  due  diligence  and 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  the 
snow  thrown  up  by  such  plow,  machine,  or  instrument,  and 
to  reduce  the  snow  upon  the  street  or  streets  to  such  a  level  as 
to  make  it  convenient  for  all  vehicles  to  approach  the  curb- 
stones, and  render  the  whole  width  of  the  roadway  safe  for 
travel. 

Ttoenty'firaL — No  snow  plow,  sweeping  machine,  or  other 
instrument  for  sweeping  or  cleaning  the  streets  or  for  melting 
snow,  shall  be  used  by  the  contractor  or  contractors,  or  by  his 
or  their  agents  or  employees,  without  the  approval  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  first  had  and  obtained  ;  and 
all  such  plows,  machines  or  instruments  shall  be  so  con- 
structed as  not  to  throw  any  snow,  dirt  or  slush  on  the  side- 
walks or  buildings. 

Tioenty^second. — The  contractor  or  contractors,  his  or  their 
agents  or  employees,  shall  not  cast,  throw,  or  sprinkle,  or 
cause  to  be  cast,  thrown  or  sprinkled,  any  salt  or  other  sub- 
stanoe  in  or  upon  any  street  or  streets  for  the  purpose  of 
melting  any  snow  or  ice  which  may  have  fallen,  accumulated. 
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and  have  conspiouoasly  painted  upon  a  sign  on  their  sides 
the  names  of  the  contractor  or  contractors  and  of  the  district. 

Twenty-eighth. — All  streets,  when  so  dry  that  dust  will  rise 
from  the  action  required  in  street  cleaning,  shall  be  sprinkled 
with  water  immediately  in  advance  of  the  work  of  street  clean- 
ing, to  such  an  extent  as  to  prevent  the  dust  from  rising. 

Ttoenty-nintL — The  contractor  or  contractors  hereunder,  his 
or  their  agents  or  employees,  when  sweeping  or  cleaning  any 
streets,  or  causing  them  to  be  swept  or  cleaned,  shall  properly 
scrape,  or  cause  to  be  properly  scraped,  the  gutters  and  parts 
of  streets  along  which  the  water  will  run  before  the  water  is 
suffered  to  flow  from  any  hydrant  for  the  purpose  of  washing 
the  same,  in  order  that  no  substance  or  obstruction  be  carried 
into  any  of  the  receiving  basins  or  sewers. 

Thirtieth — As  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  exclu- 
sive control  over  the  public  hydrants  and  use  of  the  Croton 
water,  and  sole  authority  to  grant  licenses  for  the  sprinkling 
of  the  streets  with  water,  all  requirements  of  these  specifica- 
tions and  agreement  as  to  the  sprinkliug  of  the  streets  or  the 
use  of  water  are  made  subordinate  to  such  control  and  author- 
ity, and  the  contractor  or  contractors  hereunder  must  at  all 
times  attend  to  the  obtaining  of  the  necessary  permission  to 
open  public  hydrants  and  use  the  Croton  water,  and  of  licenses 
to  sprinkle  the  streets. 

Thirty-first— ^hQ  work  to  be  performed  by  the  said  party 
of  the  first  part  will  be  observed  and  inspected  from  daj'  to  day 
by  employees  of  the  Department  of  Street  Cleaning,  to  as- 
certain whether  the  conditions  and  agreements  of  the  contract 

* 

are  performed  and  fulfilled,  and  reports  in  respect  thereto  will 
be  made  by  them  to  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning. 
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or  aloDgside  any  such  building  or  structure,   bat  the  rest  of 
any  street  so  occupied  shall  be  cleaned  and  kept  cleaned. 

Thirty'Sevenih. — Disorderly,  quarrelsome,  or  incompetent 
employees  of  the  contractor  or  contractors  must  be  discharged 
immediately  on  the  demand  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street 
Cleaning,  and  must  not  be  employed  again  without  his  per- 
mission. 

Thirty-eighth. — No  money,  reward,  gratuity  fee,  or  other  val- 
uable consideration,  except  the  compensation  hereunder 
agreed  to  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  be 
charged,  received,  or  taken  by  the  contractor  or  contractors, 
or  any  of  his  or  their  agents  or  employees,  for  doing  or  failing 
to  do  any  part  of  the  work  required  to  be  done  under  this 
agreement  or  specifications  ;  and  the  said  contractor  or  con- 
tractors, his  or  their  agents  or  employees,  shall  not,  under  any 
circumstances,  without  the  consent  expressed  in  writing  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  receive,  take  away,  or  dump 
any  building  material,  cellar  dirt,  or  any  substance  or  material 
whatsoever,  except  those  provided  for  and  specified  in  these 
specifications  and  agreement. 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  further  undertakes,  promises, 
and  agrees,  that  if  the  proper  cleaning  of  said  streets,  or  any  part 
of  them,  shall  be  omitted  or  neglected,  or  any  part  of  the  street 
dirt,  ashes,  or  garbage  shall  not  be  collected  and  removed  in 
compliance  with  this  contract,  and  notice  shall  be  given  to  said 
party  of  the  first  part  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  of  the  neglect  and  omission,  and  said  neglect  and 
omission  shall  continue  for  twenty-four  hours  thereafter,  the 
Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  shall  have  the  power  to  pro- 
cure such  implements  and  appliances,  and  to  employ  such 
*  labor  as  may  be  necessary  to  fulfill  this  contract,  or  such  part

pablic  work  in  the  cities  of  the  State  of  New  York,"  then, 
and  in  every  sach  case,  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall 
retain,  anything  herein  contained  to  the  contrary  thereof  not- 
withstanding, from  the  moneys  under  its  control,  and  due  or  to 
grow  due  from  it  under  this  agreement,  so  much  of  such 
moneys  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  off,  satisfy  and  discharge 
the  amount  in  such  notice  alleged  or  claimed  to  be  due  to  the 
person  or  persons  filing  such  notice,  together  with  the  reason- 
able costs  of  any  action  or  actions  brought  to  enforce  such  claim 
or  the  lien  created  by  the  filing  of  such  notice.

on  the  map  annexed,  and  described  in  Schedule  **  B,"  hereto 
annexed,  which  map  and  schedule  are  made  a  part  of  this 
contract. 

Eleventh. — The  second  class,  consisting  of  the  following 
streets .  and  parts  of  streets,  shull  be  completely  cleaned 
throughout  their  entire  length  and  width  respectively,  and  the 
dirt  removed,  three  times  a  week,  between  the  hours  of  6.30 
p.  M.  and  7  a.  m.,  at  uniform  periods  for  each  street,  to  wit : 
All  streets  indicated  by  blue  lines  on  the  map  annexed,  and 
described  in  Schedule  "  C,"  hereto  annexed,  which  map  and 
schedule  are  made  a  part  of  this  contract. 

Tiuelfth. — The  third  class,  consisting  of  the  following  streets 
and  parts  of  streets,  shall  be  completely  cleaned  throughout 
their  entire  length  and  width  respectively,  and  the  dirt  re- 
moved, twice  in  each  week,  between  the  hours  of  6.30  P.  M. 
and  7  a.  m.,  at  uniform  periods  for  each  street,  to  wit :  All 
streets  south  of  Fourteenth  street,  not  colored  on  the  map 
hereto  annexed,  and  described  in  Schedule  "D,"  hereto  an- 
nexed, which  map  and  schedule  are  made  a  part  of  this  con- 
tract. 

Thirteenth. — The  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  may  au- 
thorize or  require  the  work  to  be  performed  under  this  con- 
tract to  be  done  at  any  hours  of  the  day  or  night  other  than 
those  enumerated  in  sections  ten,  eleven  and  twelve  of  these 
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specifications,  whenever  be  may  deem  it  necessary  so  to  do, 
bat  lie  sLall  not  make  any  alteration  of  these  hours,  except 
upon  the  written  application  of  tlie  contractor  or  contractors, 
without  pving  one  week's  notice  of  his  intention  to  require 
the  work  to  be  done  at  a  different  time,  or  between  different 
hours  than  those  enumerated  in  said  sections. 

Fourteenth, — In  addition  to  the  obligations  for  periodical 
cleaning  of  streets  recited  above,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
party  of  the  tirst  part  to  keep  all  the  streets  within  the  Second 
Street  Cleaning  District  at  all  times  in  fiuch  condition  of  clean- 
liness as  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street 
Cleaning,  bo  necessary ;  and  upon  notice  from  the  said  Com- 
missioner, that  in  order  to  iully  comply  with  this  section,  a 
specific  place  or  places  require  cleaning,  the  party  of  the  first 
part  shall  cause  such  cleaning  to  be  done  within  twenty-four 
houis  thereafter,  and  in  case  of  default  it  shall  be  optional  with 
the  said  Commissioner  to  cause  the  same  to  be  done  and 
charge  the  expense  thereof  to  the  party  of  the  first  part,  and 
deduwt  the  amount  from  the  next  accruing  monthly  payment. 

Fi/fetntJi. — The  contractor  or  contractors  hereunder  shall, 
once  in  every  twenty-four  hours,  swtep  and  clean  the  streets 
or  parts  of  slret^ts  inmuHliately  surrounding  all  public  markets 
and  also,  once  in  ewry  twenty-four  hours,  sweep  and  clean 
around  and  about  all  hack-stands  within  the  Second  Street 
Cleaning  District. 

Sixirrufft. — Snow,  immediately  upon  falling,  shall  be  removed 
with  expedition  satisfactory  to  the  Commissioner  of  Street 
Cleaning,  from  the  following  streets  :

Fourth  avenue,  from  the  Bowery  to  East  Fourteenth  street. 

And  such  other  streets  as  the  Commissioner  may  designate ; 
and  in  case  the  said  Commissioner  shall  not  be  satisfied  as  to 
the  rapidity  with  which  the  same  is  being  performed,  the  con- 
tractor shall  obey  all  the  directions  in  writing  of  said  Com- 
missioner, unless  he  shall  show  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  Com- 
missioner that  he  is  then  employing  on  said  work  as  great  an 
amount  of  labor  and  as  large  a  number  of  horses  and  carts  as 
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have  been  employed  in  performing  the  work  of  cleaning  all  tlie 
streets  of  said  district  at  any  time  during  the  period  then  ex- 
pired of  this  contract ;  and  wiien  said  streets,  or  the  parts 
thereof  above  designated,  shall  be  free  of  snow,  said  con- 
tractor shall  employ  an  equal  force  of  laborers,  horses  and  carts 
in  removing  the  snow  from  such  places  within  the  aforesaid  dis- 
trict as  the  said  Commissioner  shall  direct,  the  spirit  and  intent 
of  this  section  being  that  the  whole  force  used  in  cleaning  the 
said  district  shall  be  employed  faithfully  in  removing  the  snow 
and  ice  from  the  places  above  designated,  and  thereafter  from 
such  other  places  as  the  said  Commissioner  may  designate. 

Seventeenth. — In  the  work  of  Removing  new-fallen  snow  from 
the  leading  thoroughfares  enumerated  and  provided  for  in  the 
last  section,  the  following  general  method  of  dealing  with  the 
snow  when  fallen  will  be  observed  by  the  contractor,  or  con- 
tractors hereunder : 

1.  Snow  need  not  be  carted  away  while  it  is  yet  falling,  but 
all  crosswalks  for  foot  passengers  shall  be  kept  clear,  and 
proper  efforts  made  to  keep  the  traffic  open. 

If  there  should  be  a  high  wind  at  the  time,  and  the  snow 
drifts  in  consequence,  the  drifts  of  snow  shall  be  cut  through 
or  leveled  to  pormit  the  traffic  of  vehicles  to  continue. 

2.  As  soon  as  the  snow  ceases  to  fall  all  the  force  of  laborers 
employed  by  the  contractor  or  contractors  shall  be  immedi- 
ately put  to  work  to  clear  the  gutters  and  openings  into  sewers, 
in  preparation  for  a  sudden  thaw. 

3.  As  soon  as  the  snow  ceases  to  fall,  it  shall  be  carted  away 
at  once  from  narrow  streets  ;  in  wider  streets  the  contractor  or 
contractors  shall  use  snow  plows,  or  with  gangs  of  laborers 
shovel  the  snow  into  long,  narrow  heaps  on  each  side  of  the 
street,  taking  care  to  leave  the  gutters,  crosswalks,  and  open- 
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sach  purpose,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Commissioner    of 
Street  Gleaning. 

Ttoeniieth. — Whenever  any  snow  plow,  sweeping  machine 
or  other  similar  instrument  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with 
snow,  is  used  by  the  contractor  or  contractors  hereunder,  oi 
his  or  their  agents  or  employees,  if  the  throwing  up  of  the 
snow  by  any  such  plow,  machine  or  instrument  will,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  jCleaning,  render  the 
street  or  streets  unsafe  or  impassable  for  travel,  or  make  in- 
convenient the  approach  to  the  curb-stone,  then  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  contractor  or  contractors,  his  or  their  agents  or 
employees,  to  remove  and  carry  away,  with  due  diligence  and 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  the 
snow  thrown  up  by  such  plow,  machine,  or  instrument,  and 
to  reduce  the  snow  upon  the  street  or  streets  to  such  a  level  as 
to  make  it  convenient  for  all  vehicles  to  approach  the  curb- 
stones, and  render  the  whole  width  of  the  roadway  safe  for 
travel. 

Tweniy-firaL — No  snow  plow,  sweeping  machine,  or  other 
instrument  for  sweeping  or  cleaning  the  streets  or  for  melting 
snow,  shall  be  used  by  the  contractor  or  contractors,  or  by  his 
or  their  agents  or  employees,  without  the  approval  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  first  had  and  obtained  ;  and 
all  such  plows,  machines  or  instruments  shall  be  so  con- 
structed as  not  to  throw  any  snow,  dirt  or  slush  on  the  side- 
walks or  buildings. 

Ttoenty-second. — The  contractor  or  contractors,  his  or  their 
agents  or  employees,  shall  not  cast,  throw,  or  sprinkle,  or 
cause  to  be  cast,  thrown  or  sprinkled,  any  salt  or  other  sub- 
Rtance  in  or  upon  any  street  or  streets  for  the  purpose  of 
melting  any  snow  or  ice  which  may  have  fallen,  accumulated, 
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and  have  conspicuously  painted  upon  a  sign  on  their  sides 
the  names  of  the  contractor  or  contractors  and  of  the  district. 

Twenty-eighth. — All  streets,  when  so  dry  that  dust  will  rise 
from  the  action  required  in  street  cleaning,  shall  be  sprinkled 
with  water  immediately  in  advance  of  the  work  of  street  clean- 
ing, to  such  an  extent  as  to  prevent  the  dust  from  rising. 

Ttventy-ninth. — The  contractor  or  contractors  hereunder,  his 
or  their  agents  or  employees,  when  sweeping  or  cleaning  any 
streets,  or  causing  them  to  be  swept  or  cleaned,  shall  properly 
scrape,  or  cause  to  be  properly  scraped,  the  gutters  and  parts 
of  streets  along  which  the  water  will  run  before  the  water  is 
suffered  to  flow  from  any  hydrant  for  the  purpose  of  washing 
the  same,  in  order  that  no  substance  or  obstruction  be  carried 
into  any  of  the  receiving  basins  or  sewers. 

Thirtieth — As  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  exclu- 
sive control  over  the  public  hydrants  and  use  of  the  Croton 
water,  and  sole  authority  to  grant  licenses  for  the  sprinkling 
of  the  streets  with  water,  all  requirements  of  these  specifica- 
tions and  agreement  as  to  the  sprinkling  of  the  streets  or  the 
use  of  wat^r  are  made  subordinate  to  such  control  and  author- 
ity, and  the  contractor  or  contractors  hereunder  must  at  all 
times  attend  to  the  obtaining  of  the  necessary  permission  to 
open  public  hydrants  and  use  the  Croton  water,  and  of  licenses 
to  sprinkle  the  streets. 

Thirty-first.— Tih^  work  to  be  performed  by  the  said  party 
of  the  first  part  will  be  observed  and  inspected  from  day  to  day 
by  employees  of  the  Department  of  Street  Cleaning,  to  as- 
certain whether  the  conditions  and  agreements  of  the  contract 
are  performed  and  fulfilled,  and  reports  in  respect  thereto  will 
be  made  by  them  to  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning. 
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or  alongside  any  such  building  or  strncture,  but  the  rest  of 
any  street  so  occupied  shall  be  cleaned  and  kept  cleaned. 

Tfiirty-seveMh, — Disorderly,  quarrelsome,  or  incompetent 
employees  of  the  contractor  or  contractors  must  be  discharged 
immediately  on  the  demand  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street 
Cleaning,  and  must  not  be  employed  again  without  his  per- 
mission. 

Thirty-eighth. — No  money,  reward,  gratuity  fee,  or  other  val- 
uable consideration,  except  the  compensation  hereunder 
agreed  to  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  be 
charged,  received,  or  taken  by  the  contractor  or  contractors, 
or  any  of  his  or  their  agents  or  employees,  for  doing  or  failing 
to  do  any  part  of  the  work  required  to  be  done  under  this 
agreement  or  specifications  ;  and  the  said  contractor  or  con- 
tractors, his  or  their  agents  or  employees,  shall  not,  under  any 
circumstances,  without  the  consent  expressed  in  writing  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  receive,  take  away,  or  dump 
any  building  material,  cellar  dirt,  or  any  substance  or  material 
whatsoever,  except  those  provided  for  and  specifi^ed  in  these 
specifications  and  agreement. 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  further  undertakes,  promises, 
and  agrees,  that  if  the  proper  cleaning  of  said  streets,  or  any  part 
of  them,  shall  be  omitted  or  neglected,  or  any  part  of  the  street 
dirt,  ashes,  or  garbage  shall  not  be  collected  and  removed  in 
compliance  with  this  contract,  and  notice  shall  be  given  to  said 
party  of  the  first  part  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  of  the  neglect  and  omission,  and  said  neglect  and 
omission  shall  continue  for  twenty-four  hours  thereafter,  the 
Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  shall  have  the  power  to  pro- 
cure such  implements  and  appliances,  and  to  employ  such 
labor  as  may  be  necessary  to  fulfill  this  contract,  or  such  part 
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charge  the  whole  expense  of  the  same  against  the  said  party  of 
the  first  part,  and  deduct  the  same  from  any  moneys  accruing 
or  to  accrue  under  this  contract  or  from  the  special  deposit 
hereinafter  provided  for. 

The  said  party  of  the  second  part,  in  consideration  of  the 
undertakings,  stipulations  and  agreements  on  the  part  of  the 
party  of  the  first  part,  to  be  performed,  fulfilled  and  kept,  doth 
hereby  undertake,  promise  and  agree  to  and  with  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part  to  pay  the  said  party  of  the  first  part 
the  sum  of  dollars,  in  monthly 

payments,  as  hereinabove  specified ;  and  immediately  upon  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  the  contract  the  said  party  of  the  first 
part  will  enter  upon  the  performance  of  the  undertakings  and 
obligations  thereof;  provided,  that  the  party  of  the  second  part 
may  and  shall,  at  all  times,  reserve  and  retain  out  of  said  pay- 
ments, or  any  or  either  of  them,  all  such  sum  or  sums  as  by 
the  terms  hereof,  or  of  any  law  of  the  State  of  New  York,  or  of 
any  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City 
of  New  York,  passed  prior  to  the  date  hereof,  they  are  or  may 
be  authorized  to  reserve  or  retain. 

It  is  mutually  stipulated  and  agreed  that  one  of  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  this  contract  or  agreement  is,  that  the  party 
of  the  first  part  shall  deposit,  on  or  before  the  execution  of  this 
contract  or  agreement,  ten  thousand  dollars  with  the  Comp- 
troller of  the  City  of  New  York,  as  an  additional  security  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
contract  or  agreement,  and  as  a  fund  to  be  drawn  upon  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  to  pay  for  any  expense  that 
may  be  incurred  under  said  contract  or  agreement  by  the  said 
Commissioner  or  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  by  reason  of 
the  failure  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  to  faithfully  perform 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  contract  or  agreement. 

The  said  amount  is  to  remain  on  deposit  with  saidComptrol- 
ler,  without  interest,  and  if  not  used,  or  any  portion  thereof,  in 
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public  work  in  the  cities  of  the  State  of  New  York,"  then, 
and  in  every  such  case,  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall 
retain,  anything  herein  contained  to  the  contrary  thereof  not- 
withstanding, from  the  moneys  under  its  control,  and  due  or  to 
grow  due  from  it  under  this  agreement,  so  much  of  such 
moneys  as  shall  be  sufficient  to.  pay  off,  satisfy  and  discharge 
the  amount  in  such  notice  alleged  or  claimed  to  be  due  to  the 
person  or  persons  filing  such  notice,  together  with  the  reason- 
able costs  of  any  action  or  actions  brought  to  enforce  such  claim 
or  the  lien  created  by  the  filing  of  such  notice.  The  moneys 
80  retained  shall  be  retained  by  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part  until  the  lien  thereon  created  by  the  said  act  and  the 
filing  of  the  said  notice  shall  be  discharged,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  said  act. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  further  agrees 
that  he  will  furnish  the  said  Department  of  Street  Cleaning 
with  satisfactory  evidence  that  all  persons  who  have  done 
work  or  furnished  materials  under  this  s^eement,  and  who 
have  given  written  notice  to  said  Department  before  or  within 
ten  days  after  the  final  completion  of  this  contract,  that  any 
balance  for  such  work  or  materials  is  due  or  unpaid,  have  been 
fully  paid  or  satisfactorily  secured.  And  in  case  such  evidence 
be  not  furnished  as  aforesaid,  such  amount  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  claims  of  the  persons  aforesaid  shall  be  re- 
tained from  the  moneys  due  from  said  party  of  the  second  part 
to  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  under  this  agreement,  until  the 
liabilities  aforesaid  shall  be  fully  discharged  or  such  notice 
withdrawn. 

And  it  is  expressly  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties 
hereto,  that  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  its  successors 
or  assigns,  shall  not,  nor  shall  any  Department  or  officer  of  the 
City  of  New  York  be  precluded  or  estopped  by  any  return  or 
certificate  made  or  given  by  any  inspector  or  other  officer, 
agent,  or  appointee  of  the  Department  of  Street  Cleaning,  or 
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saoh  purpose,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Commissioner    of 
Street  Cleaning. 

Twentieth. — Whenever  any  snow  plow,  sweeping  machine 
or  other  similar  instrument  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with 
snow,  is  used  by  the  contractor  or  contractors  hereunder,  oi 
bis  or  their  agents  or  employees,  if  the  throwing  up  of  the 
snow  by  any  such  plow,  machine  or  instrument  will,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  jCleaning,  render  the
